be all right, but Mexico ’s go o d times are 
o nly with the mo nied cla» » es. The day 
labo rer wo rks few 25 o r .90 cents a day, 
silv er, just what he receiv ed six o r seven 
y« iars ago when silv er was o n a par with 
go ld. No w |1 in go ld buys fro m $1.94 
to $1.96 iu silviw, so he is nmlly getting 
just half as much as then, fo r ev erything 
sells fo r two priijo s, a go ld price and a 
silv er price. 
Mexico c« 'rtainly o ffers 
a grand o ppo rtunity to the man who has 
mo ney, fo r the lo wlands pnxiuct* ev ery 
kind o f grain, fruit and v egetables, aud 
can ls‘ bo ught cheap. The nativ e labo r 
is cheap and is paid in depnxfiatwl silv<T 
while the land o wner s» » lls in the market 
o f the wo rld fo r go ld. That is. yo ur 
land aud lalsir an* bo ught with a 60 
cent do llar, and yo n wll yo ur pnsinet 
fo r a 100 cent do llar. 
It is the same 
with tho facto ri» « . Their material and 
labo r are cheap, and they sell v ery little 
cheap**r than the same go o ds tian be 
shippeti fro m the stat(xs and so ld fo r. So 
far as I can see this is the pla» !e fo r the 
man with so me mo ney, but no t the placi* 
fo r a man who has to wo rk fo r wag» w.” 
B. S. Ho llo way is well kno wn in this 
co unty. 
While residing here he was a 
Po pulist amo ng Po pulists,

friends say he was a silv er man. Ev i­ 
dently free silv er has do ne fo r him 
in Mexico what it wo uld do fo r tho us­ 
ands in this co untry—make them sick 
aud tir"d o f the uo useusical do ctrine and 
earnestly lo ng fo r an ho nest mo ney, a 
mo ney such as we hav e at present.

Co mrade 
Hasting lo st a leg at the battle o f Gettys­ 
burg, during the awful struggle in the 
wheat held, just belo w Little Ro und 
To p.

o f the Pennsylv ania ResiTves, Fifth 
Army co rps, and had the ho no r o f do ing 
duty with his regiment at Little Ro und 
To p, Co mrade Hastings grasped him by 
the hand aud sho o k it lo ng and earnestly, 
saying:

Mexico with its fro** coin agt* of silver 
seem* to be a very good country for the 
man with money, bat a mighty bad 
place for the poor chap who works for 
wages. 
The letter which follows was sent the 
other day from tho city of Mexioo by B. 
S. Holloway to J. M. Levan, a leading 
r**sident of Signal. 
It is not a caiu|>aign 
document for campaign purpose, but 
rather the calm observation of a man in 
position to observe: 
‘•Dear 
Oovsin :—You 
asked 
me 
whether free silver was the cause of 
Mexico's prosperity, and from what I 
have seen and heard ainee I have been 
here I would say no. 
Free silver may 
be ull right, but Mexico’s good times art* 
only with the monied classes. The day 
laborer works for 2ft or HO cents a day 
silver, just what he received six or seven 
years ago when silver was on a par with 
gold. 
Now ii in gold bays from $1.04 
to $1.96 in silver, so he is really getting 
just half as much as then, for everything 
sells for two prices, a gold price anti 
silver price. 
Mexioo certainly offers 
a grand opportunity to the man who has 
money, for the lowlands prod BOB every 
kind of grain, fruit and vegetables, and 
can be bought cheap. The native labor 
is cheap and is paid in depreciated silver 
while the land owner sells in the market 
of the world for gold. That is, your 
land and labor an* bought with a 50 
cent dollar, and you sell your product 
for a IOO cent dollar. 
It is the same 
with the factories. Their material and 
labor are cheap, and they sell very little 
cheaper than the same goods can be 
shipped from the states and sold for. So 
far as I can see this is the place for the 
man with some money, but not the place 
for a man who has to work for wages.” 
B. S. Holloway is well known in this 
county. 
While residing here he was a 
Populist among Populists, 
aud 
his 
friends say he was a silver man. 
Evi 
dently free silver has done for him 
in Mexico what it would do for thous 
ands in this country—make them sick 
aud tired of the nonsensical doctrine and 
earnestly long for an honest money 
money such as we have at present.

The United States boa hod acme ex­ 
perience in try ing to raise tbe price of 
tbe world’s atock of coin above ita mar­ 
ket value. 
In i8 60 tbe bullion in m ailver dollar 
waa worth $ 1.08 in gold, and tbe gold 
dollar, meaaured by ailver, waa depre­ 
ciated 8 per cent Our mints were open 
to the free coinage of gold aa w ell aa 
of silver. 
Did that raiae the price of 
gold to par with silver? Not at all. A l­ 
though the world’s atock of gold ia 
much amalhw than its atock of ailver, 
and although it waa only necessary to 
raise it 8 per cent, we cxmld not aooom- 
pliah it. 
Tbia lasted from 1884 to 1860 aud 
down to 1873. The price of gold bullion 
was not raised, and, being the cheaper 
(mrrency , it drove the silver out of cir­ 
culation. 
As no silver had been in cir­ 
culation for over 85 y ear« , in 1878, aft­ 
er full debate, tbia ooin waa omitted 
from our coinage list. 
In 1793, under the ratio of 15 to 1 in 
fCHTCo at that time, tbe bullion in a gold 
dollar was worth 8 cents more than tbe 
silver dollar, and 
the silver dollar, 
measured by gold, was depreciated 8 per 
cent 
Silver, being the cheaper metal, 
drove gold enfirely out of circulation 
for more than 40 y ear« — i, e., until 
1834— when the government changed 
the ratio from 15 to 1 to 16 to 1, with 
the effect seen above. 
In 1860 we were a nation of over 80,- 
000.000 of people and had no ailver on 
hand. 
Now we are a nation of about 
70,000,000 of people, but have 437,000,- 
000 of silver dollars on hand. 
If, with all our power, in 1860 we 
were unable to raiae the bnliion value 
of gold but 8 per cent, how can we ex­ 
pect to raise the bullion value of a lar­ 
ger quantity of silver not merely 3 per 
cent, but fully 83 times 8—1. e., 96 per 
cent? 
If, In 1860, with over 80,000,000 of 
people, we had been able to raise the 
bullion value of gold just 8 per cent to 
par, then, being 3 ^ times as great a 
people now aa we were then, we might 
expect to raise the bullion price of silver 
3 
times as bigb—that 1% 7 per cent— 
bnt bow conld we expect to raise its 
price, uot 7 per cent alone, but more 
than thirteen times 7 per cent— 1. a, 96 
per oent—especially when the only pow­ 
er we have to raise it with is our de­ 
mand (or silver dollars, and that de­ 
mand ia already supplied to the extent 
of $ 487,000,000? 
Yet, uiiluaa we succeed in thus nearly 
doubling the price of the entire world’s 
atock of silver, tbe price of bullion moat 
inevitably pall the value of the ailver 
dollar down, aa bolliou would be coined 
as long aa there waa a profit—i e., till

Mr. Bryan MV* be dona nod believe 
the silver dollar would depreciate to Al 
cent* or at all, but would continuo to 
be worth IOO cents in gold, a* now. I* 
till* view eottnd? 
If the silver dollar under free ^linage 
is to remain worth IOO cent* in gold, 
It is apparent that silver ba 11 ion must 
become worth $1.39 an ounce, for if 
worth lens bullion bolder* would coin it 
for the profit, and this prores* would 
ooutinue until no profit remained—that 
is, nntil the value of tho silver dollar 
was just the name a* the value of the 
bullion in it 
To do thi* it la necessary to raian the 
value of the world’s stock of silver, 
which exceed* $4,000,000,000, from 65 
c« utx, it* present price, to $1.39 an 
ounce. 
Mr. Bryan admits thik In hi* speech 
of acceptance he said, "We contend 
that free aud unlimited coinage by the 
United State* alone will raise the bullion 
value of silver to it* coinage value, and 
thus make silver bullion worth $1.29 
per trance 
in gold throughout the 
world. ” 
The question, therefore, is, would the 
demand in the United State* for silver 
dollar* over and above the present stock 
of 437,000,000 of them be sufficient to 
double the valoe of the world’s stock of 
silver? 
Mr. Bryan says it will, bot admit* be 
oan’t prove it, adding, "Neither can you 
prove that it won’t ” 
In Brooklyn, on 
Sept 24, bo said: "You cannot prove 
by mathematic* that we can maintain a 
parity. 
Neither can you prove that we 
cannot" 
The United States bu* had some ex­ 
perience in trying to raise the price of 
the world’* *tock of coin above its mar­ 
ket value. 
In i860 the bullion in a silver dollar 
was worth $1.08 in gold, and the gold 
dollar, measured by silver, wa* depre­ 
ciated 8 percent Our mints were open 
to the free coinage of gold as well as 
of silver. 
Did that rai*o the price of 
gold to par with silver? Not at all. A l­ 
though the world’s stock of gold is 
much Amal lor than it* stock of silver, 
and although it wa* only necessary to 
raise it 8 per cent, we could not aoconi 
plish i t 
This lasted from 1884 to 1800 aud 
down to 1873. The price of gold bullion 
was not raised, and, being the cheaper 
currency, it drove the silver out of cir­ 
culation. 
As no silver had been in cir­ 
culation for over 85 years, in 1878, aft­ 
er full debate, tbi* coin was omitted 
from our coinage list 
In 1792, under the ratio of 15 to I in 
force at that time, the bullion in a gold 
dollar wa* worth 8 cent* more than the 
silver dollar, and 
the silver dollar, 
measured by gold, was depreciated 3 per 
cent 
Silver, being the cheaper metal, 
drove gold entirely out of circulation 
for more than 40 years—i. e., until 
1834—when the government changed 
the ratio from 15 to I to 10 to I, with 
the effect seen above. 
In 1800 we were a nation of over 80,- 
000,000 of people and had no silver on 
hand. 
Now we are a nation of about 
70,000,000 of people, but have 487,000, - 
OOO of silver dollars on hand. 
If, with all our power, in 1860 we 
were unable to raise tho bullion value 
of gold but 8 per cent, how can we ex­ 
pect to raise the bullion value of a lar­ 
ger quantity of silver not merely 8 per 
oent, but fully 82 times 8—i. e., 90 per 
cent? 
If, in 1860, with over 80,000,000 of 
people, we had been able to raise the 
bullion value of gold just 8 per cent to 
par, then, being 
times u* great a 
people now as we were then, we might 
expect to raise the bullion price of silver 
2 4 times as high—that is, 7 per cent— 
but bow could we expoct to raise its 
price, not 7 per oent alone, but more 
than thirteen times 7 per oent—i. a , 96 
per oent—especially when the only pow­ 
er we havo to raise it with is our de­ 
mand for silver dollars, and that de­ 
mand is already supplied to the extent 
of $437,000,000? 
Yet, unless we suoceed in thus nearly 
doubling the price of the entire world’s 
stock of silver, the price of bullion must 
inevitably pull the value of the silver 
dollar down, as bullion would be coined 
as long as there was a profit—L a , till 
the values met. 
Mr. Bryan has presented his beliefs on 
this subject 
Opposed to them stand 
facta and bistory, and not merely his- 


Im f of this country alone, bu* of all 
countries. 
But it is to be noted that even if the 
gilder dollar did not depreciate we 
I would no* escape a panic, a* foreign 
and dom inie creditors believe it would 
! depreciate, and would consequently call 
in debts and force sale* Just the same. 
Mr. Bryan folly admits that a panic 
must result even if the silver dollar 
, does not depreciate. In the Chicago con­ 
vention be said, “ When you come be­ 
fore us and tell us that we shall disturb 
your business interests, we reply that yon 
1 have disturbed our busine* interests. ” 
I And the S t Louis Globe-Democrat re­ 
ported his saying: "I think it (meaning 
Hie victory of the free coinage move­ 
ment) will cause a panic. But the coun­ 
try is in a deplorable aondition, and it 
will take extreme measures to restore it 
to a condition of prosperity. ” 
Therefore a pauic Is confessedly cer­ 
tain to follow Bryan’s election, xvhethsr 
silver depreciates or not 
If, as our own experience and all his­ 
tory show. the silver dollar mort drop 
to about 60 oents, the disastrous conse­ 
quences which will follow will proba­ 
bly be unparalleled in our history.

Montana has fa iled to pay her own 
drafts. 
Those who h ave m oney to loan 
are af r kid to lend in states vt here lb- 
state itself fails to par it* debts. 
lr: 
tho older state* where d»%* never bate 
been repudiated the interest on farm 
loans average* from 6 % to 0 
per rent. 
This is because men who have m oney to 
loan believe that they will get their 
money back. They do not have to charge 
high insurance in the interest for fear 
they may lose the principal. 
The reason western farmers have had 
to pay high interest is that those who 
had money to lend were uncertain what 
they would get back. They had been 
uncertain because they feared repudia­ 
tion or debased money. Repudiation by 
southern states for years kept money out 
of the south aud kept interest high. The 
free coinage movement at the west has 
had the same effect. 
When sound money comes to stay, 
those with money to lend will be more 
ready to lend it and ready to lend it 
cheaper. This i* truly "cheap money. ’’ 
When the last boud* were sold, the sec­ 
retary of the treasury stated to congress 
that he could save $16,000,000 interest 
if congress would say that the bonds 
would be payable not only "in coin," 
but "in gold." People expected they 
would be paid in gold, but they wanted 
to be sure. The difference between be­ 
ing half sure and being sure wa* $10,- 
000,000 in interest. 
It is "cheap interest’’ the western 
farmer needs, not "cheap money." He 
can get “ cheap interest" with sound 
money, and in no other way. 
That is true of all borrowers who 
need money to carry on their business.

The value of the pension secured by 
the wounded veteran*, whose monthly 
payment from tile government is in a 
great many cases their sole support, 
depends entirely upon it* purchasing 
power. 
If that power bo high, it will 
buy a much larger supply of the neces­ 
sities of life thau if calculated in cheap 
dollars. 
It requires no argument to 
prove that, if this country adopt* the 
silver standard, price* as based on dol­ 
lar* containing 50 cents’ worth of silver 
will be just twice as high as they are 
now. Values will be no higher, and the 
farmer or worker will get no more than 
he does now, but nominal prices will be 
doubled. As the number of dollars paid 
for pension* is fixed, it follows that if 
paid in silver dollars the pensioner 
would receive only one-half as much, 
measured in commodities, rent, etc., a* 
ha does under the gold standard. 
These are facts which the silverites 
have never attempted to deny. Nor have 
they ever proposed to double the pen­ 
sions which are paid to the old soldiers, 
their widows and orphans 
Now, then, 
oan they expect the country to adopt a 
financial system which would dishon­ 
estly rob the pensioners of one-half of 
their income? 


Wheat has advanced 18 cent* a bushel 
in New York since Mr. Bryan was nom­ 
inated, and silver bas declined in the 
same time about 4 cents an ounoe.

The Income (rf Athens from fines ajs 
pears to have boon considerable aud to 
Pavo constituted a singular and perma­ 
nent feature of the fiscal polioy of the 
state. The mothod of assessment may lie 
best illustrated by examples. 
Thus if 
duly authorised officials did not hold 
curtain assemblages, according to rule, 
or properly oonduct the appointed busi­ 
ness 
th«»y each had 
to pay 1,000 
irachmas ($800). If an orator conducted 
himself indecorously in a public assent 
bly, he oould be fined 60 drachmas ($10) 
for each offense, which might be rais« d 
to a higher sum at the pleasure of tbs 
people. 
A woman conducting herself 
improperly in the streets paid a similar 
penalty, lf a woman went to Kleusis in 
a carriages she subjected herself to a flue 
of a talent ($1,180). 
In the case of wealthy or notable per­ 
sons fines for omihnions or commissions 
in respect to conduct were made mach 
greater, and so more productive of rev­ 
enue, and there were very few notable 
or wealthy citizens of Athens who, un­ 
der the rule of demagogues aud through 
specious accusations of offenses against 
the state or tho gods, escaped the pay­ 
ment of heavy flues, the experiences of 
Miltiades, Themistoclos, Aristides, De­ 
mosthenes, Pericles, Cleon and Tinio 
theus being cases in point Every person 
who failed to pay a flue owing to the 
state was reckoned as a public debtor 
and was subject to imprisonment and a 
practical denial of citizenship, Mil- 
Hades, tho victor at Marathon, for ex­ 
ample, having been cast into prison 
(where he alterwanl died) through an 
inability to pay a fine asseased against 
him of 60 talents.—Appleton’s Science 
Monthly.

He Mskex ('lear Some of the Absurd Ar­ 
gil rn,, ii ie of the Sllverltoe. 
If you can make money by law, why 
•houldn’t we bo rich? 
If IOO people 
should settle on an island aud form a 
government and elect a legislature, they 
oould make laws. And if money is the 
creature of law, there is no reason why 
they should not be aa wealthy as Great 
Britain. [laughter and applause. J Law 
is inexhaustible (laughter], and if you 
ran turn it into money no nation has an 
exouse for being poor. 
Then there is another tbiug. 
If the 
government can make money by law— 
and I would like to have some good 
Bryan man answer tho question—if the 
government can make money by law, 
why should the government collect tax­ 
es? [Laughter and applause.] Let us 
be honest. 
Here is a poor man, with a 
little yoke of oattle, cultivating 40 acres 
of stony ground, working like a slave 
in the heat of the sunnie r, in the odd 
blasts of winter, and ttnVgovornment 
makes bim pay $10 taxes, when, aooord- 
ing to these gentlemen, it could issue a 
$100,000 bill in a second. Issue the bill 
and give the fellow with the cuttle a 
rest. (Laughter. J I* it possible for the 
mind to conceive anything more absurd 
than that the government can create 
money? * •

We—and remember it—have to sup­ 
port the government. Government can­ 
not support us. 
And the idea that the 
government can create money in poli­ 
tics, in finance, is just as absurd as the 
doctrine of perpetual motion is in me­ 
chanics, just as idiotic as the philoso­ 
pher's stone, just as absurd as the foun­ 
tain of eternal youth.
